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THE  BENTINCK  MEDAL, 

By  Ernest  J.  Martin. 

Major-General  Sir  Henry  Bentinck  was  commissioned  into  the  Coldstream 
Guards  in  1813.  He  rose  to  command  each  battalion  successively  in  accordance  with 
the  practice  at  the  time,  and  became  Regimental  Lieut.-Colonel  in  1851.  On  the 
despatch  of  the  Guards  to  the  Crimea,  he  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
Guards  Brigade.  Severely  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Inkerman,  he  had  recovered 
sufficiently  to  take  command  of  the  4th  Division  after  the  death  of  Lord  Raglan, 
and  the  consequent  re-organization  of  senior  posts.  In  October  1855,  the  war  being 
virtually  over,  he  relinquished  this  appointment  and  returned  home.  His  services 
were  recognized  by  the  award  of  the  K.C.B. 

While  in  command  of  the  Guards  Brigade,  General  Bentinck  had  felt  that  the 
gallantry  of  the  men  composing  it  had  been  inadequately  rewarded — the  only  medal 
then  available  for  other  ranks  being  the  newly-instituted  D.C.M.,  the  distribution 
of  which  was  limited  to  a  maximum  of  fifteen  per  battalion.  He  decided  to  augment 
this  with  a  very  small  issue  of  a  special  medal,  and  on  his  return  home,  put  this  plan 
into  operation.  This  is  known  as  the  “Bentinck  Medal”,  or,  by  the  Grenadier  Guards, 
sometimes  as  the  “Regimental  Medal  for  Bravery”. 

The  medal  is  of  silver,  of  the  standard  war-medal  size,  i.e.  If  in.  diameter,  and 
bears  on  the  obverse  the  badge  and  title  of  the  Regiment,  while  the  reverse  is 

inscribed:  “From  Maj.-Gen.  Bentinck  to . in  Recognition  of  the  Recipient’s 

Distinguished  Conduct  during  the  Campaign  in  the  Crimea.  1854-5”.  On  the  obverse 
also,  in  minute  raised  letters  are  the  initials  of  the  makers:  “A.D.L.  &  S.”  The  ribbon 
mounting  is  of  the  same  foliated  pattern  as  that  of  the  Crimean  War  Medal,  and  it  is 
suspended  from  a  plain  crimson  ribbon — identical  with  that  worn  at  the  time  with 
the  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal.  It  is  possible  that  this  influenced  the 
choice  of  a  ribbon  of  this  colour  for  the  Victoria  Cross  when  it  was  instituted  in  1856. 

No  medals  are  to  be  found  with  the  badge  of  the  Coldstream  Guards,  which,  in 
view  of  the  fact  the  donor  served  in  the  Regiment  for  over  forty  years  may  seem 
surprising.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  first  medals  to  be  ready  for  presentation 
were  those  for  the  Grenadiers.  Upon  this,  it  is  said  that  the  Coldstream  protested 
that  as  General  Bentinck  was  a  Coldstreamer,  they  should  be  the  first  to  receive 
them.  General  Bentinck  replied  that  as  after  all  he  was  providing  the  medals,  he 
would  do  so  as  he  thought  best.  The  Coldstream  then  refused  to  accept  the  medals, 
so  General  Bentinck  had  the  Coldstream  die  destroyed,  and  proceeded  with  the  issue 
to  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards. 

For  much  of  the  information  embodied  in  these  notes,  the  writer  is  indebted  to 
the  late  Lieut.-Colonel  Count  Arthur  Bentinck,  D.S.O.,  who  also  said  that  twelve 
medals  only  were  issued — six  each  to  the  Grenadiers  and  Scots  Guards.  There  were, 
however,  certainly  no  fewer  than  seven  medals  awarded  to  the  Grenadiers,  and  a  roll 
of  their  names  is  appended  together  with  a  note  of  the  present  location  of  each  medal. 
It  has  been  stated,  too,  that  the  Maharaja  of  Patiala  possesses  a  specimen  of  each 
type.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  verify  this,  but  if  true,  the  total  number  of  awards 
cannot  be  fewer  than  eight  to  the  Grenadiers  and  seven  to  the  Scots  Guards.  It  is 
even  possible  that  there  may  be  other  specimens  in  existence ;  if  so,  it  is  hoped  that 
these  notes  may  result  in  bringing  their  whereabouts  to  light.  However,  whether 
the  total  issue  was  thirteen,  or  slightly  more,  the  Bentinck  Medal  must  certainly 
rank  as  one  of  the  rarest  of  gallantry  awards.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the 
thirteen  recorded  winners  of  the  medal,  no  fewer  than  six  subsequently  also  received 
the  V.C.,  or  were  associated  with  actions  resulting  in  the  award  of  this  decoration. 
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Sources.  No  mention  of  the  award  has  been  found  in  any  of  the  standard  histories 
of  the  Crimean  War,  nor  in  the  histories  of  the  regiments  concerned.  An  article  from 
the  pen  of  the  present  writer,  embodying  all  the  information  he  had  been  able  to 
obtain  up  to  that  time  appeared  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Military  Historical  Society 
for  November  1951,  and  acknowledgements  to  his  informants  were  made  therein. 
Additionally  he  would  now  like  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  help  given  by 
Count  Henry  Bentinck,  the  nephew  and  heir  of  the  late  Count  Arthur  Bentinck, 
and  R.Q.M.S.  D.  A.  Smith,  Grenadier  Guards,  without  whose  willing  co-operation 
the  detailed  information  concerning  the  recipients  in  that  Regiment  could  not  have 
been  obtained.

Enlisted  at  Leeds  20  Feb.  1850.  d.  12  Alar.  1897.  Awarded  V.C.  and  D.C.M.  Medals  in  pos¬ 
session  of  Regiment. 

BAILEY,  Private  Thomas,  No.  5724.  b.  Downham,  Norfolk,  1830.  Enlisted  at  King’s 
Lynn,  6  June  1849.  Killed  at  Inkerman,  5  Nov.  1855.  With  Sir  Charles  Russell  and  Private 
Palmer  when  they  won  their  V.C.s  (see  their  citations).  Medal  in  author’s  collection. 

BLURTON,  Quartermaster  Sergeant  George,  No.  4093.  b.  Sheffield,  8  Mar.  1822. 
Enlisted  in  82nd  Foot,  17  Jan.  1840  (Regtl.  No.  1423).  Transferred  to  Grenadier  Guards  1  Sep. 
1840.  Corporal  1  Mar.  1842.  Sergeant  4  May  1846.  Quartermaster- Sergeant  18  Mar.  1855. 
Quartermaster  39th  Foot,  15  Feb.  1856,  ante-dated  to  27  July  1855.  Paymaster  2nd  Foot, 
12  June  1860.  Hon.  Captain  12  June  1865.  Hon.  Major  27  June  1870.  Staff  Paymaster  1  Apr. 
1878.  Retired  with  rank  of  Hon.  Lieut. -Colonel  8  Mar.  1882.  d.  Southsea,  19  Mar.  1888. 
Served  in  China  (medal,  with  bar  “Pekin  1860”).  Medals  in  possession  of  Grenadier  Guards. 

MYERS,  Private  William,  No.  4448.  b.  Sutton,  Beds.,  Feb.  1824.  Enlisted  17  Nov.  1842. 
Served  in  Crimea  from  Feb.  1854  to  July  1856,  and  received  French  Medal  for  distinguished 
conduct  in  the  trenches  in  August  1855.  Retired  24  May  1864  on  pension  of  one  shilling  per 
day.  Medals  in  possession  of  Regiment. 

PALMER,  Private  Anthony,  No.  3571.  b.  1819.  Enlisted  14  Mar.  1838.  Three  times 
promoted  corporal,  and  three  times  reduced.  Served  a  total  of  nearly  two  years’  imprisonment 
in  periods  varying  from  21  days  to  6  months,  for  absence,  drunkenness  and  desertion.  In  1842 
was  convicted  as  a  deserter,  sentenced  to  4  months’  imprisonment  and  to  be  branded  “D”. 
All  his  previous  service  was  forfeited.  He  behaved  with  great  gallantry  at  Inkerman,  received 
the  Bentinck  Medal,  was  promoted  Corporal  and  his  forfeited  service  restored.  On  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  the  V.C.  he  was  awarded  this  decoration.  Discharged  on  pension,  24  Mar.  1863,  his 
conduct  being  noted  as  “irregular”.  Commissioned  as  Lieutenant  3rd  Essex  Rifle  Volunteers 
(Plaistow)  1  Jan.  1873,  promoted  Captain  6  May  1874.  Resigned  1885.  d.  12  Dec.  1892. 

During  one  of  his  escapades  his  V.C.  and  medals  were  lost,  or  perhaps  stolen.  The  war 
medals  were  afterwards  recovered,  and  he  wore  them  with  an  imitation  V.C.  for  the  rest  of 
his  life.  The  V.C.  subsequently  came  into  the  possession  of  Lord  Cheylesmore,  and  then 
into  that  of  the  author.  It  is  now  with  the  imitation  and  his  other  medals  in  the  Regimental 
collection. 

POWLEY,  Sergeant  Robert,  No.  3090.  b.  East  Winch,  near  Lynn,  Norfolk,  Sep.  1816. 
Enlisted  10  Feb.  1836.  Corporal,  June  1843,  sergeant  Feb.  1847.  Served  in  Crimea  from 
Mar.  1854  to  Aug.  1855.  Discharged  on  pension  26  May  1857.  Bentinck  medal  owned  by 
descendent  of  original  donor,  Crimean  medals  with  Regiment. 

SNOWDEN,  Private  James,  No.  6879.  b.  Helmsley,  Yorks.,  June  1832.  Enlisted  at  New 
Malton  10  Apr.  1854.  Went  overseas  No.  1854  and  d.  of  wounds  received  before  Sebastopol 
9  June  1855  after  7  months  in  the  Crimea  and  total  service  in  the  Regiment  of  1  year  and 
60  days  only.  Bentinck  Medal  in  possession  of  Regiment. 

SCOTS  FUSILIER  GUARDS. 

CRAIG,  Sergeant  James,  No.  3075.  b.  Perth,  May  1825.  Enlisted  at  Perth,  26  Aug.  1843. 
Corporal  11  June  1846,  sergeant  22  July  1851,  colour-sergeant,  27  June  1855.  Comet  and 
adjutant,  Land  Transport  Corps,  26  Jan.  1856.  Ensign  and  adjutant,  Military  Train,  20  Feb. 
1857.  Lieutenant  and  adjutant,  2/10th  Foot,  26  Jan.  1858.  d.  18  March  1861.  Served  in  the 
Crimea  from  Feb.  1854  to  Jan.  1855,  and  awarded  V.C.  Medals  in  possession  of  Regiment. 

MAIN,  Private  John,  No.  3489.  Enlisted  13  Feb.  1847.  Killed  at  the  Alma,  20  Sep.  1854. 
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Was  one  of  the  escort  to  the  colours  carried  by  Major  Lindsay  (afterwards  Lord  Wantage) 
when  he  won  the  V.C.  Bentinck  Medal  in  author’s  collection. 

PETTIT,  Private  T.  Bentinck  Medal  in  possession  of  donor’s  descendant. 

RAY,  Private  J.,  No.  6744.  Medals  in  Regimental  collection. 

STEWART,  Sergeant  J.  Awarded  Sardinian  Medal.  Medals  in  possession  of  Regiment. 

ALSO 

ALEXANDER,  Private  John,  90th  Light  Infantry,  No.  2932.  Also  received  V.C.  and  the 
French  Medal.  The  only  man  neither  in  the  Grenadiers  nor  the  Scots  Guards  to  receive  the 
Bentinck  Medal.  This,  and  the  V.C.,  were  awarded  for  bringing  in  a  dangerously  wounded 
officer  of  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards.  Alexander  was  killed  during  the  Relief  of  Lucknow  on 
24  Sep.  1857,  before  the  V.C.  had  been  presented  to  him.  It  was  sent  to  his  widow  on  18  Aug. 
1858.  His  Crimea,  Turkish  Crimea,  Indian  Mutiny,  French  and  Bentinck  Medals,  together 
with  a  special  silver  medal  from  the  N.C.O.s  and  men  of  his  company  “In  recognition  of  his 
gallant  conduct  before  Sebastopol”  are  in  the  Scottish  United  Services  Museum  at  Edinburgh 
Castle.  His  V.C.  is  in  private  hands.

PROFILE:  SIGISMUND  III  OF  POLAND. 

Sigismund  III  was  the  son  of  John  III,  King  of  Sweden  and  Catherine 
Jagiellonika  (sister  of  Sigismund  II).  The  tenacity  with  which  Sigismund  clung  to 
his  hereditary  rights  to  the  Swedish  Crown  involved  Poland  in  a  quite  unnecessary 
series  of  wars  with  Charles  IX  and  Gustavus  Adolphus  of  Sweden.  Apart  from 
this,  Sigismund  III  appears  to  have  been  a  fairly  clear-sighted  statesman.  He  wisely 
insisted  on  recovering  the  great  eastern  fortress  of  Smolensk  and  refrained  in  the 
teeth  of  great  opposition  from  his  advisors,  from  attempting  the  conquest  of  Moscow, 
preferring  to  make  an  alliance  with  the  Emperor. 

He  made  efforts  to  reform  the  Polish  constitution  by  trying  to  substitute  a 
majority  vote  for  the  unanimous  vote  as  unanimity  was  impossible  to  achieve.  This 
led  to  civil  war  because  of  the  selfishness  of  the  Polish  szlachta  (gentry)  who  had  a 
strong  dislike  of  all  discipline,  including  that  of  regular  government.  As  a  man  of 
education  and  refinement  Sigismund  was  unintelligible  to  the  szlachta.  He  lacked  the 
tact  and  bonhommie  which  would  have  helped  to  make  his  life  easier. 

In  a  manifesto  published  at  Jezierna  on  June  24th,  1607,  the  insurrectionists 
renounced  their  allegiance  to  the  King  and  issued  the  famous  edict  de  non  praestanda 
obedienta  whereby  Sigismund  was  to  be  deposed  if  he  did  not  fall  in  with  their 
wishes.  The  rebels  were  routed  at  Oransk.,  near  Guzow,  on  the  6th  July,  1607, 
but  agitation  simmered  all  over  the  country  and  was  only  terminated  in  1609  by  a 
general  amnesty,  which  excluded  every  prospect  of  the  constitutional  reform  which 
Sigismund  had  worked  so  hard  to  introduce. 

Sigismund  (who  married  the  Austrian  Archduchess  Anne  in  1592  and  Constantia, 
the  sister  of  his  deceased  first  wife  in  1602)  died  very  suddenly  in  his  66th  year, 
leaving  two  sons  Wladislaus  and  John  Casimir  who  succeeded  him  in  rotation. 

The  coin  which  adorns  our  front  cover  is  a  10  ducat  piece  issued  for  Lithuania 
which  at  this  time  was  part  of  Poland.

VIII.  Montpellier,  half  way  home 

My  first  visit  to  France  as  a  student  was  helped  by  two  factors,  one  was  a  travel 
grant,  the  other  was  a  visit  to  my  French  pen-friend  who  had  visited  England  in 
1953.  In  1960  I  had  stayed  for  two  weeks  at  Montpellier  and  then  wandered  round 
Roman  Provence,  so  that  when  I  was  heading  north  after  a  fruitless  call  at  Narbonne, 
I  was  making  for  a  part  of  France  that  I  knew,  and  a  family  in  which  I  would  feel  at 
home.  On  the  Friday  night  I  stopped  in  a  village  inn  half  way  there,  and  I  made  for 
Montpellier  in  torrential  rain  the  next  morning.  When  the  news  came  on  the  local 
television  programmes  that  night,  I  saw  roads  that  I  had  travelled  along  only  hours 
before,  now  blocked  by  floods,  and  in  some  places  by  alarming  earth-slides,  where 
banks  of  fields  higher  than  the  roads  had  slipped  and  let  loose  a  deluge  of  mud. 

I  arrived  at  Montpellier  at  lunch-time,  and  since  I  was  not  expected  before  the 
evening,  I  had  time  to  visit  the  museum  of  the  local  archaeological  society  on  the 
off-chance  that  it  had  a  coin  collection.  The  ancient  mansion  in  which  it  is  installed 
was  deserted,  but  a  neighbour  advised  trying  again  later,  “  there’s  always  someone 
messing  about  in  there  on  a  Saturday  afternoon.”  I  went  off  to  re-visit  the  cathedral, 
to  look  at  the  university,  and  browse  in  several  very  good  bookshops  until  it  was  time 
to  eat.  Then  I  made  my  way  back  to  the  courtyard,  climbed  the  steps,  and  rang  the 
bell  once  again. 

I  was  welcomed  to  the  museum  by  the  president  of  the  archaeological  society,  and 
I  explained  the  reason  for  my  visit.  All  was  well,  there  was  a  collection,  and  later  in 
the  afternoon  there  would  be  someone  who  could  show  it  to  me,  and  before  that  I 
would  be  shown  round,  but  until  someone  else  came  he  had  to  answer  the  door. 
I  was  shown  into  a  library  and  introduced  to  another  visitor  from  the  faculty  of 
medicine,  the  oldest  and  most  respected  part  of  the  university.  Gradually  other 
members  of  the  society  turned  up,  and  after  some  business  matters  had  been  settled 
we  were  led  away.  The  first  floor  of  the  house  was  much  as  the  last  owner  had  left  it, 
in  the  gloom  and  velvet  of  early  nineteenth  century  furnishings.  When  the  society 
had  acquired  the  house  these  rooms  were  probably  thought  of  as  “  old  fashioned.” 
Now  they  are  period  pieces,  and  the  society  intends  to  keep  them  as  such. 

The  other  floors  of  the  house,  however,  are  becoming  a  museum.  This  may 
sound  odd,  but  all  the  material  for  display  is  there,  trophies  crammed  into  a  depot 
by  the  diggers  (excavators  is  too  kind  a  word)  of  the  past  hundred  years.  The  society 
now,  since  the  war,  realizes  its  obligations  to  display  this  wealth  of  material  and  make 
it  available  to  students,  and  they  have  courageously  started  what  is  going  to  be  a  long 
job.  They  have  the  objects  to  display,  and  the  room  to  display  them,  but  far  more  is 
needed,  knowledge  of  display  techniques,  money  for  cases,  cabinets  and  lighting, 
and  scholarship  to  study  the  material  as  it  is  sorted  out.  I  do  not  think  that  it  is 
taking  too  rosy  a  view  of  the  work  that  they  have  done,  mainly  at  week-ends,  to  say 
that,  from  chaos,  this  small  number  of  people  is  creating  a  museum  which  any 
provincial  town  in  England  could  justifiably  be  proud  of. 

The  medieval  floor  is  further  advanced  than  the  rest,  and  the  sculpture  and 
paintings  are  exhibited  with  feeling,  precision,  and  scholarship.  This  is  the  field 
of  the  president  of  the  society.  One  exhibit  which  will  make  any  American  visitor 
wince  is  a  series  of  columns  and  capitals  from  the  cloister  of  the  Abbey  of  St. 
Guilhem-le-Desert.  The  Metropolitan  museum  in  New  York  bought  the  main  part 
of  the  cloister  and  shipped  it  to  America,  but  some  columns,  and  a  relief,  were  not  to 
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be  found,  and  seemed  unimportant  at  the  time.  These  pieces  of  sculpture  are  now 
prize  exhibits  in  Montpellier,  and  are  probably  the  most  important  parts  of  the 
cloister,  since  they  bear  a  date  for  the  whole  work  of  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century. 
In  view  of  the  similarities  of  these  carvings  to  those  of  Santo  Domingo  de  Silos  in 
Spain,  and  the  hotly  disputed  date  of  these  latter,  the  newly  displayed  carvings  at 
Alontpellier  seem  likely  to  provide  much  material  for  discussion. 

The  arrangement  of  the  ancient  rooms  of  the  museum  is  in  progress,  but  since 
everything  cannot  be  done  at  once,  and  coins  are  a  specialist  study,  the  collection  has 
not  yet  been  retrieved  from  the  muddle.  This  is  no  reflection  on  the  society  for  it  is 
an  urgent  item  on  their  agenda.  What  is  surprising  is  that  instead  of  locking  the  cases 
and  saying  “  Of  course  you  will  understand,  the  collection  is  quite  impossible  for 
study,  perhaps  if  you  come  back  in  a  few  years  ?”,  as  any  Society  preoccupied  with 
its  good  name  might  do,  I  was  given  the  full  run  of  the  collection,  “  warts  and  all.” 
Two  parts  of  the  collection  are  outstanding  and  are  to  get  special  study  as  soon  as 
time  permits.  These  are  the  many  hundreds  of  silver  and  copper  pre-Roman  issues 
from  Massilia,  and  the  lower  Rhone  valley,  and  at  the  other  end  of  the  Roman  series, 
a  large  volume  of  silver  Merovingian  coinage  of  Marseille,  Narbonne,  and  the 
surrounding  region. 

There  are  several  Roman  collections  in  the  Society’s  coin  room,  and  two  of  these 
I  listed.  Others  are  still  unsorted,  and  others  are  still  in  bags  on  the  floor,  but  they 
are  safe  and  separate,  and  I  have  no  doubts  that  the  visitor  of  ten  years’  time  will  have 
an  enormous  collection,  easy  of  access.  The  two  collections  are  odd,  for  one  is  all 
copper  while  the  other  is  all  silver.  They  probably  both  come  from  Nimes,  but  are 
recorded  as  separate  collections  from  separate  donors.  Whether  they  can  be  regarded 
as  one,  later  split  up,  is  a  point  which  needs  careful  study. 

The  silver  collection  ceases  with  antoniniani  of  Postumus,  after  reaching  a  peak 
with  122  denarii  of  211  to  238;  there  are  however  silver  coins  of  the  late  fourth 
century  to  round  the  collection  off.  The  bronze  collection  is  more  general,  reaching 
a  peak  of  173  coins,  69  of  them  sestertii,  from  161  to  180.  The  folles  of  Diocletian 
and  his  partners  make  up  59  of  the  total  2066  coins,  an  unusually  high  proportion, 
but  as  usual,  the  fourth  century  tails  off  to  only  five  coins  of  the  House  of  Valentinian. 
Continuity  is  difficult  to  assess  because  the  collection  is  so  fragmented,  but  it  should 
be  an  interesting  point  to  check  up  on  in  a  few  years’  time. 

With  many  thanks  to  the  president  and  M.  Temple,  who  guided  me  through  the 
coins,  I  set  off  for  the  suburbs  to  find  a  two-storied  house  that  I  remembered  very 
well,  with  the  spare  room  beside  the  garage  on  the  ground  floor,  and  three  members 
of  the  family  ready  for  an  evening  meal.  My  conversational  French  had  once  again 
to  blossom  after  five  weeks  of  polite  numismatics,  and  instead  of  needing  the  word 
for  billon,  or  laureate,  or  mint-mark,  I  needed  words  to  ask  after  their  pet  aversion, 
M.  le  General,  and  words  to  defend  the  policy  of  religious  education  in  England, 
for  M.  and  Mme.  both  share  my  connections  with  teaching,  but  not  my  philosophy. 
And  these  words  had  to  be  found  not  just  for  a  gentle  ten  minute  talk  but  for  a  hot 
two-hour  argument,  till,  in  the  best  of  humour,  we  relaxed  in  front  of  the  television 
set,  and  so  to  bed. 

IX.  Nimes,  the  Roman  South 

After  a  week  of  travelling,  including  some  abortive  visits  between  Toulouse  and 
Nimes,  it  was  very  pleasant  to  relax  in  Montpellier  for  two  days  among  a  family 
whom  I  knew.  On  the  Sunday  the  household  started  up  suitably  late,  and  after  a 
little  shopping,  including  presents  for  the  family,  and  a  visit  to  the  newly  built 
“  Centre  de  documentation  pedagogique,”  in  which  my  host  presides  over  a  staff 
who  advise  on  careers  and  all  higher  education,  we  sat  down  to  a  large  lunch  which 
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included  “  lapin  au  civet  ”  a  dish  I  had  admired  very  much  five  years  before.  In 
the  afternoon,  as  an  archaeologist,  I  had  to  be  taken  to  a  small  museum  at  St.  Martin- 
de-Londres,  to  the  North  of  Montpellier.  The  museum  which  was  only  open  on 
Sundays  and  holidays  was  interesting,  but  since  it  contained  mostly  neolithic  and 
Iron  age  remains,  and  only  one  coin,  a  second  brass  of  Constantine  I,  the  visit  did 
not  take  long.  The  church  is  a  very  simple  example  of  the  early  Romanesque  style 
in  Provence,  and  its  unrestored  condition  made  the  whole  afternoon  worth  while. 
The  journey  was  enough  to  occupy  us  for  the  afternoon,  and  it  also  let  us  get  home 
early  enough  to  begin  the  serious  business  of  cooking  the  supper,  of  which  the  main 
dish  was  a  roast  goose. 

Rested  and  fed  I  set  out  the  next  morning  for  Nimes  where  my  own  experience 
in  1960,  and  several  comments  heard  in  England,  assured  me  that  I  should  find  a 
very  knowledgeable  curator,  and  the  beginnings  of  a  well  displayed  museum.  The 
museum  at  Nimes  has  the  usual  ground  floor  courtyard  lined  with  inscriptions  by 
the  hundred,  but  the  first  floor  is  turning  into  a  modern  museum.  The  work  is  slow 
because  things  are  being  so  thoroughly  replanned  that  a  fair  amount  of  structural 
alteration  is  needed,  and  with  the  large  amount  of  material  in  the  collections  only 
one  or  two  rooms  can  be  worked  on  at  once.  Those  rooms  which  are  finished  are 
excellent.  They  are  light  and  uncluttered,  and  the  displays  aim  to  put  information 
across  by  judicious  selection  of  objects  and  much  explanation,  rather  than  the  more 
usual  opposite. 

The  wife  of  the  curator,  also  his  assistant,  welcomed  me  warmly,  and  explained 
the  alterations  in  progress.  The  problem  which  concerned  me  was  the  making  of  a 
strong  room  in  which  to  house  and  display  the  coin  collections,  which  for  the  time 
being  were  lodged  in  the  bank.  But  all  was  not  lost,  for  a  search  had  been  made  in 
the  museum  records  and  three  manuscript  catalogues  had  been  found.  These  were 
catalogues  of  collections  given  to  the  museum  in  the  last  century,  so  that  for  the 
first  time  I  had  an  insight  into  how  a  museum  collection  had  grown  up.  The 
catalogues  recorded  five  different  lots  of  coins,  which  I  think  represent  two  or  three 
main  collections.  As  at  Montpellier  there  was  a  collection  of  nothing  but  silver  (A), 
and  probably  connected  with  this,  a  collection  of  nothing  but  bronze  and  copper  (B). 
Both  these  were  poorer  than  the  corresponding  series  at  Montpellier.  A  third  list  (C), 
in  writing  similar  to  that  of  A  and  B,  listed  120  more  coins  which  may  be  nothing 
more  than  a  supplement  to  A  and  B.  Since  little  can  be  gained  from  these  separate 
lists,  I  have  usually  regarded  them  as  three  parts  of  a  sensibly  representative  collection. 

The  main  collection  is  that  of  a  M.  Dumas,  which  numbers  some  1900  coins  of 
gold,  silver  and  copper  (D),  and  there  is  again  a  supplementary  list  (E),  in  which 
the  coins  are  described  as  “  Doubles,”  I  presume  duplicates,  which  probably  means 
that  D  and  E  together  represent  a  complete  collection.  The  composition  of  the 
collection  Dumas  is  what  I  have  come  to  regard  as  typically  French,  and  I  think  it 
represents  a  collection  made  in  Nimes  itself.  It  follows  the  pattern  of  coinage  layed 
out  at  Poitiers  with  a  gradual  rise  in  the  numbers  of  denarii  and  sestertii,  with  the 
elimination  of  small  change,  and  then  the  demise,  first  of  the  sestertius,  and  then  the 
denarius,  leaving  the  antoninianus  alone.  The  pattern  is  also  followed  by  the  supposed 
collection  ABC,  but  with  far  smaller  numbers.  In  both  cases  the  radiate  list  is 
completely  “  Roman  ”  with  the  gallic  emperors,  Victorinus  and  Tetricus  far  over¬ 
shadowed  by  the  central  emperors  such  as  Aurelian  and  Probus.  Although  Diocletian 
and  Maximian  are  definitely  “  in  charge  ”  of  this  part  of  the  world  in  the  late  third 
century,  two  coins  each  of  Carausius  and  Allectus  make  their  appearance  from  the 
London  mint. 

In  the  fourth  century  the  usual  drop  takes  place,  but  in  value,  if  not  in  numbers 
this  is  reversed  after  355  when  silver  and  then  gold  coins  return.  The  significance 
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of  gold  and  silver  in  the  late  fourth  century  is  an  open  question,  but  a  few  facts  from 
the  Dumas  collection  may  provide  some  ideas.  There  are  a  total  of  13  gold  coins, 
and  they  belong  to  Nero  (1),  Vespasian  (1),  Domitian  (1),  Trajan  (2),  Hadrian  (1), 
Philip  (1),  Valentinian  I  (2),  Valens  (1),  Magnus  Maximus  (1)  and  Honorius  (2). 
Although  there  is  not  much  archaeological  evidence  to  go  on,  the  first  century  coins 
probably  represent  a  peak  of  activity  in  the  town.  Les  Arenes,  the  great  amphi¬ 
theatre,  may  well  have  been  built  near  a.d.  100.  The  isolated  coin  in  the  third  century 
is  unusual,  for  otherwise  the  third  and  early  fourth  centuries  are  blank.  But  then 
there  is  a  burst  of  activity,  shown  only  in  the  precious  metals,  after  the  revolt  of 
Magnentius. 

The  absence  of  copper,  or  better,  till  355  billon,  in  France  as  compared  with 
Britain,  may  be  due  to  a  crisis  of  confidence  in  the  middle  of  the  third  century  and  a 
firm  decision  to  rely  thereafter  on  precious  metals  and  barter.  Or  it  may  be  due  to  a 
falsified  picture,  in  which  collections  all  over  France  in  the  past  200  years  have 
discarded  the  small  fourth  century  coins  in  favour  of  their  large,  earlier,  counterparts, 
but  this  at  the  moment  i  cannot  believe.  Then  there  is  the  problem  of  the  re¬ 
appearance  of  gold,  for  as  far  as  we  know  the  gold  standard  remained  constant  from 
the  time  of  Constantine  I  onwards.  Here  England  and  France  agree,  in  that  gold 
coins  are  found  from  after  355  but  rarely,  or  never,  from  before  that  date.  This 
whole  question  is  a  puzzle  to  which  I  hope  to  return  when  all  the  collections  have 
been  described. 

At  Nimes  as  elsewhere  there  is  a  suggestion  of  continuity.  There  is  a  late  tremissis 
of  Honorius,  and  a  solidus  of  Theodosius  II.  What  is  unusual  here  is  the  presence 
of  three  fifth  century  copper  coins,  one  of  Theodosius  II  (c.  440),  and  two  with  the 
monogram  of  Marcian  ( c .  454).  These  small  coins  are  unlikely  to  have  been  treasured 
by  any  collector,  but  there  is  the  danger  that  they  may  have  been  part  of  a  batch  of 
coins  brought  back  from  the  eastern  end  of  the  Mediterranean.  They  do  occur  very 
commonly  in  Egypt,  but  there  is  no  firm  reason  why  a  few  should  not  find  their  way 
West.  Folles  of  Anastasius,  Justin  I  and  Justinian  carry  the  record  on  into  the  sixth 
century,  after  which  the  local  Merovingian  coinage  begins. 

When  I  had  finished  with  the  catalogue  I  talked  to  the  curator’s  wife  about  other 
local  collections.  Most  of  the  names  she  mentioned  were  already  on  my  list,  but 
Arles  had  never  attracted  me.  I  knew  the  well  preserved  remains  there,  but  I  had 
never  noticed,  or  heard  of,  any  coins.  In  Paris  the  question  “  et  Arles  ?”  had  produced 
the  typical  French  gesture  of  shrugged  shoulders,  pursed  lips,  and  outspread  hands, 
“  ?  Now  I  was  being  sent  to  Arles,  for  a  swift  telephone  call  secured  an  interview 
with  the  curator  next  day,  so  I  left  Nimes  with  many  thanks,  and  an  extra  stop  on 
my  route.

SOME  CUERDALE  QUERIES.

The  great  treasure  hoard  discovered  in  1840  in  the  bank  of  the  river  Ribble  in 
Cuerdale,  near  Preston,  Lancashire,  has  probably  posed  more  unanswered  questions 
than  any  other  English  coin  find  before  or  since.  Composed  of  over  7,000  coins  and  a 
quantity  of  ring  ornaments  and  hacksilver ,  the  date  of  deposit  of  the  hoard  has  been 
estimated  at  around  the  year  903  a.d.  This  seems  reasonable  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  nearly  900  coins  with  the  name  of  Aelfred  but  only  50  or  so  bearing  the 
name  of  Eadw7ard. 

Besides  the  coins  of  the  Wessex  kings  the  hoard  contained  coins  bearing  the 
names  of  Archbishops  of  Canterbury;  coins  in  the  name  of  St.  Eadmund,  based  on 
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the  type  of  the  martyred  Eadmund,  king  of  East  Anglia;  coins  of  an  Aethelstan, 
presumed  to  be  Guthrum  the  Dane;  Frankish  coins  of  the  Carolingian  dynasty;  a 
few  Kufic  coins  from  as  far  afield  as  Western  Asia  and  a  single  Byzantine  coin.  But, 
in  addition,  the  hoard  contained  a  most  interesting  series  of  coins — many  unknown 
previously — which  has  been  generally  accepted  as  being  a  coinage  issued  by  the 
Viking  kings  of  York. 


This  “Northumbrian”  coinage  was  issued  in  the  names  of  Cnut,  Sitric  Comes , 
Siefred  ( Siefredus ,  Sievert3  Siefre ,  etc.)  and  Alwald.  A  Viking  leader  named  Cnut 
is  not  known  to  have  been  active  in  the  British  Isles  at  this  period.  The  coins  of  Cnut 
have  the  letters  c  n  v  t  arranged  around  a  plain  or  patriarchal  cross  and  some  are 
die-linked  with  coins  of  Siefred.  Many  bear  the  mint  name  ebraice  civitas  and  on 
this  account  have  been  attributed  to  Eboracum,  the  City  of  York.  Other  coins  with 
the  name  cvnnetti  on  the  reverse,  presumed  to  be  a  mint  name,  have  remained  an 
enigma.  Some  barbarous  derivatives  of  the  Cnut  coins  have  the  mint  name  qventovic 
and  it  is  not  surprising  that  they  have  been  attributed  to  Quentovic,  the  port  in  the 
Pas  de  Calais. 

Siefred  and  Sitric  are  names  known  from  early  records  as  Viking  leaders — Irish 
annals  record  them  as  having  led  rival  factions  of  Norsemen  at  Dublin.  The  coins 
of  Sitric  have  a  moneyer’s  name:  the  coins  of  Siefred,  like  those  of  Cnut,  do  not. 
Siefred,  whose  coins  mostly  bear  the  mint  name  ebraice,  seems  to  have  been  issuing 
coins  concurrently  with  Cnut  as  their  coinages  are  closely  die-linked.  Other  ebraice 
pieces,  related  to  each  other  by  die-linking,  have  the  legends  dns  ds  rex  ( Dominus 
Deus  Rex)  and  mirabilia  fecit. 

An  excellent  study  of  the  hoard  and  some  of  its  problems  was  made  by  C.  S.  S.  Lyon 
and  B.  H.  I.  H.  Stewart  in  “  The  Northumbrian  Viking  Coins  in  the  Cuerdale 
Hoard”,  published  in  Anglo-Saxon  Coins  (ed.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley,  1961).  They  say,  of 
this  section  of  the  hoard:  “This  coinage  is  clearly  Christian  rather  than  pagan  in 
conception;  it  is  original  in  design  and  competent  in  execution.  It  is  not  a  coinage 
which  any  Viking  ruler  could  have  been  expected  to  originate  without  some  external 
assistance.  The  many  problems  which  it  presents  are  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
solve  in  the  absence  of  major  historical  documentary  evidence;  they  may  be  summa¬ 
rized  as  follows : 

1 .  The  time,  duration  and  raison  d'etre  of  the  coinage. 

2.  The  authority  for  its  issue,  and  in  particular  the  identity  of  Cnut ,  Siefredus , 
Sievert ,  and  Alvaldus. 

3.  The  minting-place  or  -places. 

4.  The  origin  of  the  craftsmen  who  designed  and  executed  the  coinage. 

5.  The  significance  of  the  religious  mottos. 

6.  The  meaning  of  the  enigmatic  Cunnetti 

F.  Banks,  in  a  recent  monograph1  entitled  “The  Problem  of  Cuerdale”,  has 
looked  at  this  hoard  again  and  has  rejected  the  idea  of  a  Northumbrian  origin  for 
these  pieces.  He  says,  “I  feel  that  the  assumption  of  a  York  mint  c.  900  has  been 
too  readily  grasped  at  as  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  the  origin  of  these  coinages.

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In  the  same  way,  it  should  be  stressed,  there  is  a  complete  lack  of  evidence  of  a 
mint  in  East  Anglia,  from  whence  the  St.  Edmund  coins  might  have  come”. 

Nearly  80  years  ago  Bergsoe  had  suggested  that  the  cnvt  rex  inscription  might 
be  a  cryptogram,  and  Banks  has  put  forward  a  suggestion  for  its  solution— Christus 
Nostrum  ubique  triumphans  rex  (Our  Christ  everywhere  triumphant  reigneth).  The 
suggestion  is  ingenious,  and  even  though  it  may  not  be  the  correct  solution  it  could 
well  be  that  a  double  entrendre  can  be  found  in  this  and,  possibly,  other  early  coin 
inscriptions.  It  would  be  the  sort  of  thing  in  which  Saxon,  Celt  or  Norseman  would 
have  revelled. 

Banks  goes  on  to  develop  a  provocative  thesis  on  the  Cuerdale  problem:  he  not 
only  returns  to  the  views  expressed  many  years  ago  by  Hawkins  and  Bergsoe  that 
the  “Ebraice”  coinage  is  continental  in  origin,  but  he  also  suggests  that  the  “St. 
Eadmund”  coinage  may  also  have  originated  in  France  and  that  the  purpose  of 

•  minting  may  have  been  to  provide  monetary  alms  for  the  Church  in  the  Danelaw — 
a  gift  from  the  Frankish  Church.  This  theory  would  reconcile  a  Carolingian  style 
with  an  English  weight  standard.  Banks  points  out  that  most  of  the  French  coins 
in  the  hoard  come  from  Northern  Aquitaine  and  implies  that  the  great  abbey  of 
St.  Alartin  of  Tours,  which  is  the  centre  of  this  region,  may  also  be  the  mint  from 
which  the  Ebraice,  Cunnetti  and  St.  Eadmund  coinages  emanated — the  former 
intended  for  the  See  of  York,  the  “St.  Eadmund”  coins  for  the  Bishopric  of  East 
Anglia. 

The  writer  of  these  notes  also  has  difficulty  in  accepting  York  as  the  minting 
place  of  the  Cnut  and  Siefred  coins,  though  he  doubts  whether  Banks’  hypotheses 
can  be  sustained  in  toto.  1'he  “St.  Eadmund”  coins,  at  least  most  of  them,  have 
moneyers’  names  and  this  was  not  a  practice  of  French  mints  at  this  period.  However, 
his  suggestion  that  some  of  the  Cuerdale  coins  were  issued,  not  for  currency,  but 
for  a  special  purpose,  such  as  almsgiving  or  tribute,  deserves  careful  consideration. 
There  seems,  to  the  writer,  no  reason  why  the  St.  Eadmund  coins  should  not  have 
been  struck  in  various  parts  of  Britain,  possibly  including  East  Anglia,  perhaps  as  a 
penance  for  Eadmund’s  murder  or  as  a  peace-offering  to  Aelfred. 

Failing  a  record  of  any  ruler  named  Cnut  known  to  have  had  an  association  with 
York  there  must  be  serious  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  a  Yorkshire  attribution 
for  the  ebraice  coins.  But  is  it  necessary  to  go  as  far  afield  as  France  to  find  the  correct 
answer  ?  Instead  of  southward,  why  not  a  glance  westward  beyond  Offa’s  Dyke  ? 
The  fact  is  that  not  a  single  numismatist  has  given  serious  consideration  to  the 
possibility  of  a  Cambrian  origin,  nor  does  there  seem  to  have  been  any  study  by  a 
|  competent  numismatist  of  Anglo-Saxon/Welsh  relations  in  the  closing  years  of  the 
9th  century  or  the  early  years  of  the  10th. 

If,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  a  Cambrian  origin  is  considered,  then  a  number  of 
questions  arise  that  require  an  answer: 

1.  Where  would  we  look  for  ebraice  ci vitas  in  Wales  ?  Can  it  be  to  the  Borth 
Evrauc  of  Meilyr’s  Lament  for  Gruffudd  ap  Cynan,  which  suggests  a  position  at  the 
other  extreme  of  Wales  from  Portskewet  in  Monmouthshire.  Is  Meilyr’s  Port  Evrauc 
identical  with  the  Forth  Mawr  Meneviae  of  the  Itinerary  of  Geraldus  ?  Mazvr  (great) 
has  other  forms,  such  as  Vawr ,  Fazvr ,  Efzvr ,  Efor  and  Evor.  Giving  the  measurements 
of  Wales,  Gerald  estimates  a  journey  of  8  days  from  Portus  Yoiger  in  Monia  (Anglesey) 
to  Portus  Eskezvin  in  Winta  (Gwent),  and  4  days’  journey  from  Forth  Mazur  Meneviae 
to  Ridhelic  (Rhyd  Helig^Walford,  Herefordshire). 

There  seems  to  be  some  doubt  whether  Gerald’s  “Great  Port  of  Menevia”  refers 
to  Traeth  Mazvr  (Whitesands  Bay),  near  St.  Davids,  or  to  Milford  Haven,  the  finest 
natural  anchorage  on  the  west  coast  of  England  and  Wales.  The  normal  Welsh  name 
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for  this  estuary  is  Aberdeugleddyf  (The  Mouth  of  the  Two  Swords — from  Welsh 
cleddau,  Lat.  gladius= sword);  the  Western  Cleddau  being  tidal  as  far  as  Haverford 
West,  the  Eastern  Cleddau  as  far  as  Black  Pool.  If  Forth  Evrauc  and  Forth  Mawr  refer 
to  Milford  Haven  or  a  fortress  on  this  anchorage,  can  this  help  to  explain  the  con¬ 
stantly  recurring  sword  motif  on  later  Viking  eboraci  and  efor  coins  ? 

Is  Forth  Evrauc  to  be  identified  with  the  “Efrawc”  ( Efrauc ,  Efroc ,  Efrog ,  Evrog), 
presumed  to  be  a  personal  name,  associated  with  the  Peredur  (Pheredur,  Brydyr  ap 
Efrog  Iarll,  etc.)  of  the  Triads  and  the  Mabinogion — the  romantic  hero  set  in  an 
Arthurian  context  ?  The  legendary  tale  of  Peredur  ap  Efrawc  is  surely  built  around 
the  person  of  the  historical  Viking  leader  Broder,  Iarll  of  Caer  Ebrauc,  commander 
of  a  large  Viking  fleet  at  the  battle  of  Clontarf,  whose  death  in  1014  in  that  battle  is 
recorded  in  Irish,  Welsh  and  Norse  sources.  Broder  is  not  named  in  any  Anglo- 
Saxon  or  other  early  English  records  and  is  not  known  to  have  had  any  connection 
with  the  city  of  York.  If  Broder  was  the  leader  of  one  of  the  Scandinavian  settlements 
in  Wales  he  would  be  one  of  a  number  of  later  historical  characters  who  appear  in  % 
Welsh  literature  in  an  Arthurian  setting. 

If  Efrawc ,  Evrog ,  Ebrauc ,  can  be  mooted  as  a  Norse  settlement  in  Wales,  do  we 
need  to  look  again  at  the  entry  in  the  Annales  Cambriae  under  the  year  866 — Urbs 
Ebrauci  vastata  est ,  id  est  cat  Du  lin  {cat  Dub  gint  and  Dub  kynt  in  some  versions), 
“The  town  of  Ebrauc  is  devastated,  it  is  the  battle  of  Black  Pool”  (Du  lin  is  also  the 
Welsh  for  Dublin)  ?  This  entry  has  usually  been  taken  as  referring  to  the  city  of  York. 

At  the  present  stage  of  investigation  it  would  be  foolish  to  be  dogmatic  about  the 
site  of  the  ebraice  ci vitas  of  the  coins.  If  a  Cambrian  derivation  is  tenable  it  must 
be  realised  that  “Caer  Ebrog”,  “Dinas  Efor”,  etc.  (Great  Fortress,  Great  City,  etc.) 
is  a  name  that  could  apply  to  a  number  of  places.  If  we  bear  in  mind  the  Norse  or 
Hiberno-Norse  associations  then  Pembroke  ( Fenbrochia  of  the  Norman  era)  may  seem 
to  be  the  most  likely  situation,  but  there  are  other  possibilities  to  consider.  St.  David’s 
itself  is  Dinas  Vawr  Dewi  Sant ,  “The  Great  City  of  St.  David”,  as  the  sign-posts 
outside  the  smallest  city  in  Britain  testify. 

Again,  Dinefwr  ( Dinevor ,  Dinas  Efor),  just  outside  Llandeilo,  was  the  old  palace- 
fortress  of  the  Princes  of  South  Wales  and  commanded  Cantref  Mawr  and  the  valley 
of  the  River  Towy.  The  rulers  of  Dinefwr  were  often  overlords  of  all  South  Wales, 
though  not  always  sufficiently  powerful  to  secure  the  subjection  of  the  rulers  of 
Dyfed,  Morgannwg  or  Gwent.  The  kingdom  of  South  Wales,  though  normally 
known  as  Deheubarth,  the  South  or  “right-hand”  of  Wales  (looking  towards  the 
enemy  in  the  East),  is  sometimes  given  the  name  of  its  royal  palace,  Dinevour — just 
as  today  we  refer  to  “London”  and  “Washington”  when  we  are  speaking  in  a  political  ^ 
context  of  Great  Britain  and  the  U.S.A. 

Further,  it  is  intriguing  to  find  in  the  Record  Interpreter  compiled  by  Charles 
Trice  Martin,  one-time  Assistant  Keeper  of  the  Public  Records,  an  entry  in  his 
List  of  Latin  Names  of  Places : 

“ Mirmanton — According  to  Nennius  the  same  as  Cair  Segeint,  which  Henry 
of  Huntingdon  says  in  Silchester;  but  one  MS.  of  Nennius  adds,  Ad  est 
Eboraca ’  ”. 

We  now  know  Cair  Segeint  as  Segontium,  the  Roman  fortress  outside  Caernarvon. 

If  the  numismatist  feels  there  is  any  merit  in  the  proposition  that  the  ebraice  coins 
may  have  emanated  from  Wales  then  the  assistance  of  an  authority  on  Welsh  place- 
names  must  be  sought  before  a  final  conclusion  is  reached. 

2.  What  of  “Cnut”  ?  How  would  a  monarch  of  this  name,  if  cnvt  is  intended 
as  a  personal  name,  fit  into  a  Welsh  context?  Do  we  need  to  look  further  than 
Kenneth,  King  of  Dyfed  (South-West  Wales) — the  Hemeid  who,  according  to 
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Asser’s  Life  of  Aelfred,  oppressed  the  clergy  of  St.  Davids  and  who  later  submitted 
to  Aelfred’s  authority  together  with  the  other  kings  of  South  Wales  ?  His  death  is 
recorded  in  the  Annales  Cambriae  in  the  year  892,  and  that  of  his  sons  in  903  and  904 
(the  dates  vary  by  a  year  or  two  in  Brut  y  Tywysogion ).  He  was  the  grandfather  of 
Elen,  the  wife  of  Howel  Dda,  and  his  claim  to  the  throne  of  Dyfed  was  through 
Tancoystl,  his  mother  (see  Harl.  MS.  3859  Gen.  2). 

Kenneth  of  Dyfed  is  listed  in  the  Triads  with  two  other  kings  who  are  con¬ 
temptuously  described  as  being  sprung  from  villeins.  The  term  used  is  veibion 
eillion ,  i.e.  mab  aillt= male  churl  or  villein,  but  J.  E.  Lloyd  (A  History  of  Wales , 
p.  294,  note  51)  points  out  that  the  term  aillt  has  been  much  confused  with  alltud— 
alien  or  immigrant.  It  may  be  that  the  author  of  this  particular  Triad  used  veibion 
eillion  as  a  play  on  words,  implying  that  the  three  rulers  concerned  were  sons  of 
foreigners  who  settled  in  Wales.  Gwriad,  one  of  the  other  kings  mentioned,  is 
believed  to  have  come  to  North  Wales  from  the  North.  Perhaps  Kenneth’s  father, 
Bledric  ( PLefric)  was  a  Scandinavian  pirate/trader  who  settled  in  Pembrokeshire  and 
married  a  daughter  of  the  old  royal  line  of  Dyfed. 

Kenneth’s  name  is  spelt  variously :  Heinuth ,  Hemeid ,  Hennech ,  Hennyth ,  Henweith , 
Heweid ,  Hiemid ,  Himeyd,  Himeyt ,  Hiveid ,  Huueith ,  Hyveid  and  Kyunerth.  To  an 
English  eye  these  Welsh  forms  of  the  name  (and  particularly  the  late  Welsh  form 
Hyffaith)  do  not  at  first  sight  connect  with  the  name  Kenneth  or  Canute,  or  the 
Scandinavian  Knutr,  Knud,  etc.  The  old  Irish  form  Cinaedh,  the  Pictish  Ciniod  and 
the  Gaelic  Cinoadh ,  help  to  bridge  the  gap,  and  we  find  an  early  Welsh  form  of  the 
same  name  in  an  entry  in  Brut  y  Tywygosion  recording  the  death  in  -the  year  856  of 
Kenneth  mac  Alpin,  King  of  the  Scots,  where  it  appears  as  Kemoyth  (in  Ann. 
Camb.  it  is  given  as  Cenioyth). 

Kenneth  of  Dyfed  (if  Welsh  readers  will  allow  the  anglicised  form  of  his  name) 
and  the  other  princes  of  South  Wales- — Eiise  ap  Tewdwr  of  Brycheiniog,  Hywel  ap 
Rhys  of  Glywysing,  and  the  two  kings  of  Gwent,  Brochmael  ap  Meurig  and  Ffern- 
mael  ap  Meurig — are  not  likely  to  have  secured  the  protection  of  Aelfred  against 
the  sons  of  Rhodri  Mawr,  their  powerful  enemies  from  the  North,  without  Aelfred 
exacting  a  substantial  tribute.  Would  this  have  been  made  in  silver  coin,  even 
though  rural  Welsh  society  and  economy  was  such  that  coins  were  not  used  for  internal 
transactions  ?  In  any  case  the  collection  of  scat  from  the  Welsh  princes  would 
probably  have  been  the  responsibility  of  Wulfric,  Aelfred’s  horse-thegn,  who  is  also 
described  as  the  Welsh  Reeve  ( Wealgerefa )  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle  which 
records  his  death  in  the  year  896/897.

MAXEN  WLEDIG  WRITES  .  .  . 

History  of  British  Numismatic  Thought 

Moving  on  from  Pinkerton  we  may  pause  for  a  moment  to  consider  some  of  the 
eighteenth  century  books  on  English  coins. 

The  first  survey  of  the  subject  as  a  whole  had  been  written  by  Sharpe  in  1698, 
but  the  work  was  not  published  during  his  lifetime  and  only  saw  print  in  1773,  at  a 
date  when  other  books  on  English  coinage  had  already  appeared. 

The  first  of  these  were  the  books  by  Folkes — A  Table  of  English  Gold  Coins , 
which  was  published  in  1735,  and  then  A  Table  of  English  Silver  Coins ,  which 
appeared  in  1745.  As  might  be  expected,  in  the  absence  of  other  works  they  were  met 
with  considerable  acclaim,  mainly  on  account  of  the  attractive  plates. 

About  this  time  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  London  were  taking  a  great  interest 
in  coins,  prompted  one  suspects  largely  by  William  Stukeley.  During  the  eighteenth 
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century  a  number  of  abortive  attempts  were  made  by  the  Society  to  compile  a  Sylloge 
of  the  coins  in  the  main  collections  in  the  British  Isles.  The  story  of  the  repeated 
attempts,  which  started  in  1707,  is  interesting  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  only  now 
are  we  seeing  such  a  Sylloge  being  published,  with  so  far  volumes  on  a  few  special 
series  in  print.  1720  saw  an  attempt  to  list  the  Greek  and  Roman  coins  in  British 
collections  by  Nicolao  Haym,  and  this  no  doubt  spurred  the  Society  on  in  their 
endeavours.  At  any  rate,  in  1721  Stukeley  organized  a  committee  of  suitable  scholars, 
allocating  different  periods  to  different  members.  He  himself  was  concerned  with  the 
Ancient  British  series,  and  prepared  shortly  before  his  death  a  Medallic  History  of  the 
First  Kings  of  Britain ,  with  engravings  illustrating  156  coins,  and  using  information 
obtained  from  James  Macpherson,  the  Scottish  poet  who  is  best  known  for  his 
forgeries  of  the  Tales  of  Ossian.  It  is  perhaps  just  as  well  that  Stukeley  and  his 
colleagues  did  not  publish  their  Sylloge.  At  any  rate  the  1721  venture  failed  just  like 
that  of  1707. 

The  idea  was  not  dropped,  however,  and  with  it  in  mind  the  Society  bought  42 
of  Folkes’  plates  and  published  the  two  volumes  of  Tables  as  a  single  volume  in  1754. 
It  was  hardly  adequate,  but  it  was  as  far  as  the  Society  was  to  go.  The  text  of  Folkes’ 
work  was  little  more  than  a  commentary  on  the  plates,  and  was  irregular  in  its  length 
of  discussion  allocated  to  different  reigns. 

During  the  1760s  a  number  of  works  were  published,  including  Snelling’s  View 
of  the  Corns  and  Coinage  of  England  from  William  I  to  George  III.  Tliis  was  shortly 
followed  by  Snelling’s  other  important  work,  which  dealt  with  Anglo-Gallic  coins, 
imitative  sterlings,  East  India  Company  coins  and  similar  ancillary  branches  of 
numismatics  with  British  connections.  This  was  published  in  1769.  Originally 
Snelling’s  work  was  intended  as  an  advertisement  for  his  business — he  was  a 
bookseller  and  coin  dealer — but  the  plates  resulted  in  the  books  enjoying  quite  a 
wide  readership. 

In  the  field  of  related  studies  one  extremely  beautiful  book  was  published  in  the 
eighteenth  century — a  book  on  Thomas  Simon’s  Medals  and  Seals ,  which  was 
published  in  1753.  Simon  of  course  was  one  of  England’s  masters  of  celature,  and 
had  been  responsible  for  the  dies  of  Cromwell  and  Charles  II.  Vertue’s  book  of 
engravings,  unlike  most  contemporary  works,  really  did  justice  to  the  originals. 

In  the  next  part  we  shall  consider  some  of  the  numismatists  of  the  beginning  of 
the  nineteenth  century. 


BOOK  NEWS  AND  VIEWS. 

Following  my  recent  visit  to  the  lovely  old  University  city  of  Bologna,  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  has 
obtained  the  exclusive  U.K.  and  Commonwealth  distribution  rights  to  a  series  of  important 
new  numismatic  reprints  which  we  will  be  offering  for  sale  over  the  next  few  months. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  ten  volume  work  by  Stanley  Lane-Poole,  Catalogue  of  Oriental 
Coins  in  the  British  Museum.  Originally  published  between  1875  and  1891  this  is  still  the 
prime  reference  work  on  Oriental  coins,  with  the  exception  of  India  which  was  covered  by  a 
separate  series  of  volumes.  An  order  form  is  enclosed  with  this  Bulletin  offering  the  complete 
set  at  £87  10s  plus  insured  postage  35s  inland,  45s  overseas,  and  separate  volumes  at  £10  10s 
each  plus  postage  4s.  All  the  volumes  are  cloth  bound. 

Over  the  next  few  months  we  shall  be  inviting  orders  for  the  following  reprints:  Traite  de 
Numismatique  du  Moyen  Age,  by  A.  Engel  and  R.  Serrure.  Published  in  Paris  in  three  volumes 
between  1891-1905  this  is  one  of  the  most  useful  general  works  of  reference  covering  the 
whole  field  of  European  medieval  coinage.  Also  by  the  same  authors,  Traite  de  Numismatique 
Moderne  et  Contemporaine,  published  in  Paris  in  two  volumes  between  1897-99  this  work  will 
be  reprinted  in  one  volume 
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Work  has  also  begun  on  the  task  of  reprinting  the  volumes  of  Babelon,  Traiie  des  Monnaies 
Grecques  et  Romaines  (Paris  1901-1933).  This  work  consists  of  some  3,360  pages  with  270 
plates  and  should  be  ready  in  a  few  months. 

Also  available  shortly  will  be  the  work  of  Falbe,  Lindberg  and  Muller,  Numismatique  de 
L'  Ancienne  Afrique. 

About  a  year  ago  an  excellent  reprint  appeared  in  the  United  States  of  the  British  Museum 
Catalogue  of  Byzantine  Coins  and  also  Wroth’s  catalogue  of  western  provincial  Byzantine 
coins  (Coins  of  the  Vandals,  Ostrogoths,  Lombards  etc.)  in  the  British  Museum. 

At  the  time  we  hesitated  to  offer  this  reprint  as  we  believed  that  the  British  Museum  were 
themselves  in  the  final  stages  of  bringing  out  their  own  reprint  together  with  additions  and 
corrections.  This  would  naturally  be  a  work  of  great  importance  to  collectors  of  Byzantine 
coins. 

I  now  understand  that  due  to  technical  problems  in  making  all  the  insertions  that  were 
required  this  project  has  now  been  abandoned.  Instead  of  this,  work  is  progressing  on  a  com¬ 
pletely  new  printed  catalogue.  Naturally  this  is  a  major  undertaking  and  publication  day 
may  be  several  years  away. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  I  feel  that  collectors  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  reprint 
which  we  will  have  in  stock  within  a  week  or  so.  As  original  copies  of  the  catalogue  (when  they 
can  be  found)  have  been  fetching  in  the  region  of  £70-85  the  price  of  £18  for  the  reprint  is 
very  reasonable.  The  plates  have  reproduced  exceptionally  well  and  the  book  is  well  bound 
with  an  attractive  dust  jacket.  Coins  of  the  Vandals  is  available  at  £9. 

Is  there  a  limit  to  the  number  of  new  books  which  the  numismatic  fraternity  can  absorb  ? 
Apparently  not !  The  last  four  or  five  years  have  seen  a  steady  increase  to  the  number  of  new 
books  offered  for  sale.  In  Book  News  and  Views  in  January  last  year  I  recalled  that  over  thirty 
new  books  appeared  in  1965  and  that  in  addition  to  the  twenty  nine  volumes  of  the  Catalogue 
of  Greek  Coins  in  the  British  Museum  which  was  completed  that  year. 

During  the  period  January  1961-June  1967  we  have  offered  36  books  to  our  readers.  Of 
this  number  24  were  new  original  works  and  12  were  reprints  or  new  editions  of  older  works. 
Now  that  most  of  the  standard  works  are  available  again  as  reprints  I  think  that  we  must  guard 
against  the  indiscriminate  reprinting  of  second  rate  numismatic  material,  or  of  works  which 
have  been  superceded  to  the  extent  of  rendering  them  virtually  useless  to  the  collector.  One  of 
the  great  joys  of  collecting  is  the  acquisition  of  a  library  and  particularly  the  seeking  out  of 
old  books  and  much  of  the  pleasure  may  be  lost  if  too  many  appear  as  reprints.  The  criterian 
must  always  be  whether  or  not  the  book  still  has  some  practical  use  for  the  modern  collector, 
or  is  so  expensive  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  afford  it. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  most  of  the  standard  numismatic  works  were  compiled  and 
published  between  about  1860  and  the  outbreak  of  the  First  World  War.  Although  it  is  an 
indisputable  fact  that  this  period  produced  some  of  the  greatest  names  in  numismatics,  an 
important  contributing  factor  must  surely  have  been  the  more  leisurely  pace  of  life  without  all 
the  modern  distractions  and  disturbances.  It  is  therefore  very  creditable  that  each  year  sees 
the  publication  of  more  and  more  books,  papers,  and  articles  often  the  fruits  of  countless 
hours  of  careful  research. 

The  collector  of  today  has  never  been  better  served  from  the  viewpoint  of  having  available 
the  results  of  modern  systematic  study,  and  the  research  worker  can  be  grateful  for  the  assistance 
of  modern  technology.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Two  Numismatic  Curiosities.  In  the  small  collection  in  De  La  Salle  College  of  Education 
History  Museum,  Middleton,  Manchester,  are  two  coins  which  may  be  of  interest.  The  first 
is  a  1955  Elizabeth  II  sixpenny  piece,  which,  perhaps  as  a  result  of  a  minting-fault,  is  split 
down  the  centre,  leaving  the  obverse  and  reverse  in  two  separate  portions.  Perhaps  readers 
may  know  of  sirniliar  cases  ?  The  second  is  a  1797  George  III  penny,  pierced  as  if  for  hanging  on 
a  chain,  the  hole  containing  a  brass  ring.  On  this  coin  (obverse),  in  beautiful  copper-plate 
writing,  is  the  inscription:  The  Fate  of  Fauntleroy  to  all  the  Bilking  East  India  Agents. 

The  historical  background  to  the  inscription  was  the  public  hanging  of  Henry  Fauntleroy 
in  London  on  November  30th,  1824.  Fauntleroy  had  been  a  clerk  at  the  London  Banking  House 
of  Marsh,  Sibbald  and  Company,  from  the  age  of  fifteen,  in  1800.  In  1824  it  was  discovered 
that  he  had  forged  signatures  to  several  documents  involving  large  sums  of  money.  As  a  result 
he  was  tried  and  condemned  to  be  hanged.  His  execution  was  one  of  the  last  public  ones  in 
London.  The  inscription  on  the  coin  obviously  makes  no  bones  about  the  alleged  fraudulent 
propensities  of  the  agents  of  the  East  India  Company. — B.  Austin ,  Chadwick. 
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Yorkshire  in  the  Lead?  It  is  reported  on  page  194  of  your  May  Bulletin  that  the  London 
Numismatic  Club  has  a  membership  of  over  150,  and  that  “with  the  exception  of  the  two  learned 
societies  is  the  largest  body  in  Great  Britain”. 

Lest  the  North  of  Britain  be  overlooked,  the  flourishing  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society, 
founded  in  1909,  also  has  a  membership  well  in  excess  of  150,  and  our  “Transactions”  have  been 
published  regularly  for  the  past  fifty-eight  years. — T.  R.  Nevin  ( Vice-President ). 

Inquiry  into  Richard  II  Gold.  Mr.  E.  J.  Winstanley  and  myself  are  undertaking  a  close 
study  of  the  gold  coinage  of  Richard  II,  and  are  trying  to  trace  the  many  examples  of  his 
nobles,  halves  and  quarters  which  have  either  been  lost  sight  of  or  have  never  been  recorded. 

Anyone  who  possesses  an  example  (or  more  than  one)  is  asked  to  write  to  me  at  the  Coin 
Room  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum.  Photographs,  casts,  rubbings  and  detailed  descriptions  are 
particularly  welcome,  so  that  dies  can  be  compared  with  those  already  listed.  Information  of 
historical  and  economic  value  is  also  desired. — J.  D.  A.  Thompson ,  Oxford. 

Sheffield  Museum  Collection.  I  would  like  to  correct  an  impression  given  in  Mr.  T.  E. 
Kempshall’s  account  of  the  National  Numismatic  Congress  that  Sheffield  Museum  cleans  its 
numismatic  collections  with  boot  polish  and  marks  its  coins  with  Indian  ink. 

Some  years  ago  some  of  the  numismatic  specimens  were  lacquered  with  cellulose  acetate 
to  preserve  in  particular  the  silver  from  tarnishing.  Unfortunately  the  lacquer  was  applied 
unevenly  and  streaks  of  tarnish  developed  between  areas  protected  by  lacquer.  I  chose  to 
leave  the  specimens  thus  rather  than  to  subject  them  to  the  essentially  abrasive  process  of 
cleaning  them. 

It  was  formerly  the  practice  in  some  museums  to  inscribe  in  ink  a  catalogue  number  on 
every  specimen  including  numismatic  items.  This  practice  has  been  discontinued  in  Sheffield 
Museum  for  some  time  and  furthermore  old  numbers  are  removed  whenever  possible. — Allen 
Butterworth,  Keeper  of  Antiquities,  Sheffield  Museum. 

A  Roman  Hoard  from  Bletchley.  Two  amateur  archaeologists  following  the  course  of 
a  gas  pipeline  being  laid  through  Buckinghamshire  found  a  hoard  of  more  than  280  first 
century  Roman  silver  coins  during  the  week-end. 

Mr.  Adrian  Knight  and  Mr.  Hedley  Pengelly,  both  members  of  Bletchley  Archaeological 
Society,  were  examining  a  ditch  dug  by  mechanical  excavators  in  a  field  next  to  the  Roman 
Watling  Street  south  of  Bletchley  when  they  found  the  coins.  Other  members  of  the  society 
were  called  in  yesterday  and  two  more  coins,  and  fragments  of  Roman  pottery  and  an  axe 
and  arrowheads  were  uncovered. 

Mr.  Knight  said  yesterday:  “We  have  been  following  the  course  of  the  ditch  for  several 
weeks.  We  were  walking  along  yesterday  when  I  spotted  one  of  the  coins  about  three  feet 
down.  Then  the  others  turned  up  just  below  the  surface. 

“The  coins  will  now  have  to  be  studied  thoroughly  and  valued  and  then  I  expect  there  will 
be  a  coroner's  inquest.” — Daily  Telegraph,  22  May,  1967. 

Record  Year  for  Royal  Mint.  The  Royal  Mint  had  another  record  year  in  1966. 
Production  of  coins  totalled  more  than  1,400,000,000  pieces,  an  11%  increase  over  the  previous 
highest  total  in  1965.  Exports  went  to  a  record  number  of  35  Commonwealth  and  foreign 
countries.  Coinage  for  overseas  represented  55%  of  the  output. 

For  the  United  Kingdom  more  than  626,000,000  coins  were  struck,  including  record  totals 
of  florins,  sixpences  and  pennies.  The  figures  were: — 14,811,200  half  crowns,  84,574,000 
florins,  31,364,000  shillings,  171,636,000  sixpences,  55,320,000  threepences,  157,430,400 
pennies,  96,081,600  halfpennies.  A  further  7,250,000  sovereigns  were  struck  during  the  year 
and  4,824  silver  Maundy  coins. 

The  United  Kingdom  total  included  7,560,000  Churchill  crowns  minted  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  total  struck  to  19,640,000 — three  times  as  great  as  the  previous  highest  total  for 
a  similar  issue — the  Coronation  crown  pieces  in  1953. — Glasgow  Herald,  5  May,  1967 
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Owing  to  the  growing  number  of  numismatic 
Societies  it  is  no  longer  practicable  to  publish  every 
report  sent  into  us  each  month.  We  shall  endeavour 
to  give  reasonable  coverage  to  each  Society  that  sends 
us  reports,  though  these  may  have  to  be  abbreviated 
and  we  shall  try  to  report  fully  talks  of  outstanding 
interest.  We  shall  always  be  pleased  to  consider  publi¬ 
cation  of  papers  read  to  Societies,  as  articles  in  the 
Bulletin. 

Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society 
held  on  18th  April,  Dr.  A.  D.  H.  Bivar  read  a  paper  on 
“Glyptic  and  numismatic:  two  related  sources  for 
Sasanian  Iran”.  After  noting  the  obvious  similarities 
between  coins  and  gemstones  as  objects  of  study,  he 
called  attention  also  to  their  differences.  Coins  belonged 
both  to  a  type  and  to  a  series,  and  being  found  commonly 
in  hoards  could  also  be  studied  in  relation  to  such 
groupings.  A  seal,  made  to  serve  the  purpose  of  a 
signature,  was  on  the  contrary  a  highly  individual 
object.  Hoards  were  rare,  except  in  the  case  of  bullae, 
and  the  appearance  of  duplicates,  helpful  for  the 
authentication  of  a  coin,  on  the  contrary  often  proved  a 
seal  to  be  a  forgery. 

The  dating  of  seals  was  frequently  less  obvious  than  that 
of  coins  but,  in  the  Sasanian  period  such  characteristics 
as  profile  shape,  and  the  portrayal  of  historical 
personages,  were  sometimes  helpful.  After  mentioning 
R.  E.  Raspe,  author  of  the  Travels  of  Baron  Munchausen, 
as  the  first  systematic  cataloguer  of  Sasanian  seals.  Dr. 
Bivar  distinguished  between  seals,  bullae  and  amulets, 
and  discussed  the  possible  use  of  bezoar  (an  old  remedy 
for  snakebite)  for  Sasanian  gemstones,  and  cases  in 
which  Sasanian  and  Arab-Sasanian  coins  and  gems 
threw  light  on  one  another. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  16th  May,  the  President, 
Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  announced  that  Council  had  awarded 
the  Society’s  medal  to  Miss  Margaret  Thompson  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  for  her  work  on  Greek 
numismatics. 

Air.  M.  J.  Price  read  a  paper  on  “Countermarking 
on  Greek  bronze  coins  in  the  Hellenistic  period”. 
Countermarks  are  to  be  found  on  both  foreign  bronze 
coins  and  on  coins  from  the  “home”  mint.  In  the 
first  instance  they  can  give  us  valuable  information  on 
an  interesting,  but  neglected,  subject — the  circulation 
of  bronze  coins  in  antiquity.  At  the  “home”  mint,  the 
countermark  is  sometimes  used  as  propaganda;  but 
more  commonly  seems  to  be  connected  with  the  value 
of  the  coin  as  a  denomination,  at  a  time  when  there  is  a 
change  in  the  size  of  flan.  There  is  no  evidence  to 
support  the  claim  that  the  series  so  countermarked 
was  officially  devalued. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  Tuesday, 
April  25th,  Mr.  Edmunds  read  a  paper  entitled  “Statis¬ 
tics  of  the  early  19th  century  Silver  Tokens,  and  the 
Launderdale  Circular”. 

Mr.  Edmunds  first  made  some  preliminary  remarks 
about  the  tokens.  They  were  almost  all  issued  in  1811 
and  1812,  many  bearing  the  exact  date  of  issue.  69% 
of  the  tokens  were  shillings,  and  16%  sixpences. 
The  others  ranged  from  a  3d  piece  to  a  crown.  The 
circulation  of  the  tokens  had  been  forbidden  by  act  of 
Parliament,  but  the  date  of  prohibition  had  been  put 
off  three  times,  finally  to  December  20th,  1814. 

The  speaker  then  went  on  to  discuss  the  Launderdale 
circular.  This  was  issued  by  the  8th  Earl  of  Launderdale, 
a  critic  of  the  Government,  who  opposed  the  abolition 
of  the  tokens.  He  sent  out  a  detailed  list  of  fifteen 
questions  to  issuers  of  tokens.  19  replies  to  this  had 
been  discovered.  Mr.  Edmunds  then  described  the 
evil  effects  of  the  shortage  of  silver  coins,  and  of  bank 
and  private  silver  tokens.  The  three  chief  causes  were: 
1.  The  issue  of  paper  wage  notes  from  half  a  crown 
to  15  shillings,  in  value.  2.  The  issue  of  leather  notes. 
3.  The  payment  of  workman’s  wages  in  blocks  or  classes. 

The  statistics  of  the  19th  century  tokens  that  Mr. 
Edmunds  described  were  derived  from  Lauderdale. 
These  were  in  11  pages,  and  statistics  of  the  weight 
range  and  fineness  were  given.  The  undated  tokens 
were  of  a  poorer  standard  than  the  dated  ones,  and  the 
earlier  tokens  were  heavier,  and  of  better  silver  than  the 
later.  The  range  of  quality  was  very  wide,  and  many 


tokens  that  claimed  to  be  of  Spanish  dollar  standard 
were  below  this  standard. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  Tuesday,  May  23rd,  Mr. 
D.  R.  Cooper  read  a  paper  entitled  “Some  Historical 
Notes  on  the  Coining  Press”. 

The  use  of  machinery  for  coining  purposes  dated 
from  the  early  16th  century,  being  introduced  by 
Leonardo  Da  Vinci,  and  Benvenuto  Cellini.  The 
screw  press  was  first  used  in  the  London  mint  in  1561, 
but  was  abandoned  after  a  few  years,  it  was  re-introduced 
by  Briot  in  the  17th  century. 

The  speaker  mentioned  three  types  of  force  used  in 
coining  by  machinery.  These  were:  1.  That  of  rolling 
metal.  2.  The  knee  action  used  in  the  “Knuckle”  press. 
3.  The  inertia  method. 

Mr.  Cooper  described  two  types  of  rolling  press,  and 
illustrated  presses  from  the  mints  of  Vienna  and 
Kremnicka.  A  disadvantage  of  the  rolling  type  of  press 
was  that  much  force  was  necessary,  and  this  method  was 
now  obsolete. 

The  speaker  then  went  on  to  describe  the  hand 
operated  screw  press,  and  discussed  one  in  use  at  the 
Philadelphia  mint  as  late  as  1829. 

He  also  described  in  great  detail  the  “knuckle” 
press,  using  knee  action.  The  steam  press  was  first 
introduced  at  the  Soho  mint  by  Boulton  at  the  end  of 
the  18th  century,  and  Mr.  Cooper  described  this  press, 
and  also  the  Ulhorn  press,  that  succeeded  it  at  Soho. 
He  illustrated  a  form  of  this  press  still  in  use  at  the 
Vienna  mint.  The  latest  types  of  coinage  presses 
described  were  those  in  which  several  coins  could  be 
struck  at  once  in  one  press. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cooper  mentioned  two  forces  which 
could  have  been  used  for  coining  .purposes,  but  which 
were  not  used.  These  were  the  forces  of  the  drop  hammer 
and  the  tilt  hammer. 

In  opening  the  discussion,  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Peck, 
stressed  the  importance  of  the  paper.  To  understand 
coins  he  said  it  was  essential  to  study  the  methods  by 
which  they  were  struck. 

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  Originally  scheduled 
for  Wednesday  May  10th,  was  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Society.  Due  to  a  later- 
than-usual  annual  outing,  however,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  Annual  General  Meeting  should  be  moved  to 
Wednesday,  May  24th,  to  enable  the  Treasurer  to 
complete  his  report,  following  the  outing  to  London  on 
Saturday,  April  29th.  As  a  result,  the  meeting  at  the 
“Crown  Inn”  on  Wednesday,  Aiay  10th,  comprised  a 
varied  programme — somewhat  impromptu —  of  quizzes, 
short  talks,  and  discussions. 

The  first  quiz  of  the  evening  was  compiled  by  Mike 
Newport,  this  posed  some  very  tricky  questions,  and 
with  the  company  divided  into  two  teams.  A  second 
quiz  was  compiled  by  Peter  Davies  and  the  winning 
team  were  finally  victorious  by'  a  total  of  20  points  to  10. 
Both  teams  had,  however,  put  up  a  good  performance. 

The  second  half  of  the  evening’s  programme  consisted 
of  two  short  talks.  Phil  Leighton  provided  a  short 
survey  of  Irish  Gun  Money  (the  Emergency  Coinage  of 
James  II)  and  this  was  followed  by  a  fascinating  dis¬ 
course  on  Coins  of  Russia,  by  John  Whitmore.  Both 
talks,  illustrated  with  specimens  from  the  speakers’ 
own  collections,  were  well  received  and  evoked  a  number 
of  questions.

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  May  meeting 
of  the  Cambridgeshire  Numismatic  Society,  Mr. 
J.  Bromwich  spoke  on  Chinese  copper  coins,  confining 
himself  on  this  occasion  to  the  issues  before  about 
200  b.c.  Speaking  with  a  wealth  of  detail,  Mr.  Bromw  ich 
said  that  numismatists  were  faced  wfith  great  uncertainty 
regarding  these  early  issues  as  historical  records  are 
scanty,  and  some  which  are  available  are  liable  to 
interpretation  in  different  manners.  Finds,  in  the 
past,  have  never  received  satisfactory  study  even  if 
recorded  at  all. 
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Mr.  Bromwich  mentioned  the  currency  in  cowrie 
shells  and  the  “ant-nose”  money  which  was  derived 
from  them,  and  he  gave  considerable  detail  regarding 
the  spade,  knife  and  “pu”  coins  all  of  which  were 
eventually  superseded  by  the  round  coins  with  either  a 
round  or  square  hole  in  the  centre.  Argument  was 
offered  against  the  very  early  dating  for  some  of  these 
pieces  which  has  been  proposed  at  times,  and  finally 
two  reports  of  recent  finds  were  given,  the  scientific 
treatment  now  being  given  to  them  being  bound  in  the 
long  run  to  provide  better  evidence  concerning  this 
important  series  of  coins  and  currency,  this  being 
matched  by  present  day  scholarship. 

The  lecture  was  backed  by  screened  illustrations 
and  maps,  and  by  specimens  of  the  pieces  mentioned 
from  Air.  Bromwich’s  own  collection,  enriched  by  a 
few  outstanding  specimens  specially  loaned  for  the 
occasion  by  another  collector. — 1<.  A.  J. 

Chelmsford  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  There  was  a 
very  good  attendance  at  the  May  meeting  of  the 
Chelmsford  and  District  Numismatic  Society  to  hear 
the  speaker  for  the  evening,  Mr.  Ken  Jacob,  talk  on  the 
very  complex  subject  of  the  “Anglo  Saxon  Coinage”. 

Mr.  Jacob  first  covered,  very  briefly,  the  history  of  the 
period  suitably  illustrating  his  points  with  freehand 
sketches  and  some  well  chosen  photos.  He  then  moved 
on  to  the  coinage  and  skilfully  led  us  through  from  the 
early  Sceats.  the  coins  of  the  various  Kings  of  North¬ 
umbria,  Kent,  Mercia,  East  Anglia,  etc.,  to  the  Viking 
period  and  traced  the  development  of  the  coins  up  to 
Edward  the  Confessor  and  Harold  II  in  1066. 

Mr.  Jacob  devoted  part  of  his  talk  to  the  identification 
of  the  coins  of  the  period  particularly  with  regard  to 
Aioneyers,  and  Alint  Towns.  Some  excellent  photos  of 
coins,  together  with  the  speaker’s  lucid  explanations 
were  of  particular  interest  to  those  of  us  interested  in 
this  facet  of  the  hobby.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  talk 
Mr.  Jacob  was  kind  enough  to  answer  questions  put  to 
him  by  the  meeting  and  then  displayed  a  very  fine 
selection  of  coins,  many  from  the  Cambridge  Mint  in 
which  Air.  Jacob,  quite  understandably,  has  a  special 
interest.

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  April  meeting,  Mr.  N. 
G.  Rhodes  spoke  on  the  coinage  of  the  Himalayas. 
He  dealt  in  detail  with  the  numismatic  histories  of 
Nepal  and  Tibet,  tracing  the  coinage  from  the  sixth 
century  a.d.  to  date.  Air.  Rhodes  brought  along  a  large 
number  of  slides,  not  only  relating  to  coins  but  also 
depicting  general  views  of  the  countries  of  the  Himalayas. 
The  members  of  the  Club  present  at  this  meeting  were 
able  to  examine  some  examples  from  Mr.  Rhodes’s 
collection,  including  gold  specimens. 

The  speaker  at  the  Alay  meeting  was  Air.  N.  F. 
Turner,  F.C.A.,  who  read  a  paper  entitled  “Proposals 
for  a  Decimal  Coinage”.  Mr.  Turner  dealt  in  detail 
with  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  presented 
to  Parliament  in  September,  1963,  and  explained 
that  there  were  four  possible  ways  in  which  a  decimal 
coinage  could  be  introduced.  These  are  the  £  cent 
10/—  cent,  8/4  cent  and  5/-  cent  methods.  The  Committee 
rejected  the  8/4  and  5/-  units  but  found  that  there  was 
very  little  to  choose  between  the  £  cent  J  and  the  10/— 
cent  systems,  and  by  a  majority  of  four  to  two  decided 
in  favour  of  the  £  cent  J.  The  speaker  listed  the  merits 
of  the  chosen  system  and  these  are  the  continued  use 
of  a  £  unit,  the  higher  value  for  expressing  large  amounts, 
the  advantage  of  using  smaller  numbers  for  everyday 
transactions  and  the  greater  resistance  to  inflation. 

Mr.  Turner’s  talk  attracted  a  large  number  of  members 
and  although  there  was  found  to  be  a  difference  of 
opinion  about  the  decision  reached  by  the  Committee, 
the  great  majority  of  those  present  were  in  favour  of 
decimalisation. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  This  year  the 
Society  celebrates  its  Silver  Jubilee.  Twenty  five 
years  ago  Capt.  R.  E.  Harbord  and  the  late  Mr.  L.  F. 
Guille  gathered  a  few  friends  together  and  the  Society 
was  born.  We  were  delighted  to  have  with  us  at  the 
May  meeting  Capt.  Harbord  who  had  a  few  words  to 
say  about  the  formation  of  the  Society.  Appropriately 
one  of  the  speakers  was  Mr.  A.  A.  Purves,  one  of  the 
original  members.  He  talked  to  us  about  the  London 
Scottish  and  the  medals  awarded  to  that  famous 
regiment.  During  the  South  African  war  men  of  the 
unit  served  in  the  C.I.V.,  the  Gordon  Highlanders, 
the  Imperial  Yeomanry  and  other  units. 

Mr.  Purves  had  medals  to  show  awarded  to  several 
of  these  and  also  those  for  the  war  of  1914/18  in  which 
the  regiment  gained  two  Victoria  Crosses  and  numerous 
other  decorations.  One  of  the  groups  Mr.  Purves 
showed  was  a  D.C.M.  group  which  also  included  the 
medal  of  the  Russian  Order  of  St.  George.  He  also 
showed  us  a  George  Aledal  won  by  a  member  of  the 
regiment  in  Italy. 

Mr.  Tamplin  followed  saying  he  had  four  main 
interests  in  medals — medals  awarded  to  civilians, 
L.S.G.C.  medals,  medals  to  Artillery  and  medals  to  his 
own  Regiment,  the  24th  London  (the  Queen’s)  later 
converted  to  Artillery.  He  had  some  unusual  medals 
to  civilians  and  several  groups  containing  different 
L.S.G.C.  medals — one  with  the  rare  Efficiency  Medal 
with  clasp  Guernsey  to  a  man  who  had  served  at 
Omdurman  in  the  21st  Lancers  and  another  with  both 
the  Army  L.S.  and  the  Military  L.S.  His  R.A.  contri¬ 
bution  was  a  fine  M.G.S.  with  twelve  clasps  ranging 
from  Maida  to  Toulouse. 

Mr.  Dawson  had  some  further  information  on 
Temperance  medals  and  a  remarkable  photograph  of 
members  of  the  A.T.A.  with  a  profusion  of  medals 
displayed.

Dr.  Bell  pointed  out  the  very  high  standard  of  die 
engraving  on  the  Wilkinson  series  of  tokens. 

Dr.  Bell  is  to  be  thanked  for  his  most  excellent 
talk.  If  any  of  our  members  had  no  interest  in  tokens 
before  his  paper  he  has  shown  them  how  fascinating 
they  can  be  and  how  much  they  can  tell  us  of  our 
Industrial  Britain  of  150-175  years  ago.
